WAR SCARE TODAY. 


Austria Threatens to Bombard a 


Turkish Town. 
The Sultan 


Yields at Last Moment. 


Vienna, Nov. 17,—The Turkish govern- 


ment, not having yielded to the demands 
of the governmentof Austria for a redress 
on an act indigness ottered to an Aus- 
trian merchant of Mersina, Herr Brazza" 
folli, the Austrian ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, Baron De Calico, will leave 
the Tarnish capital and an Austrian war- 
ship will bombard the Port of Mersina in 
Asia Minor tomorrow, if the demands of 
Austria are not complied with by noon on 
Thursday, 


Austria demands that the Turkish gov- 


ernment order o salute to the Austrian 
flag, that the Vali of Adana, in which dis- 
trict Mersina is situated, be dismissed 
from his post and that the Mutossarif, or 
'ocal governor, of Mersina be removed. 


It was announced on Tuesday that the 


Porte had agreed to the demands of 
Austria, but as cabled to the Associated 
Press last night, it turned out to be pre- 
mature and that the Sultan, bnoyed up by 
the easy victory of the Turkish troops 
over those of Greece, during the recent 
war, will not, it is believed, yield until the 
last moment. 


Brazzafolli, who was the agent at Mer- 


sina at the port of Adana, of the Austrian 
Lloyd steamship company, was expelled 
from Mersina last month because he was 
suspected, rightly or wrongly, by the 
Turkish authorities of having intrigued 
against the government of the Sultan. 


He appealed to the Austrian govern- 


ment. The latter made representations 
on tho subject to the Porte and eventually 
Brazzafolli was allowed to return to Mer- 


But, when the Austrian merchant at- 


tempted te land, the local minor officials 
with the knowledge of the Vali of Adana 
and the Mutossarif of Mersina, it is claim- 
ed, allowed Brazafolli to be so grossly 
raaltreated that he was compelled to ap- 
peal to the Austrian consul for protec- 
tion. 


London, Nov. 17, 3 p. m.—A special dis- 


patch from Vienna says that a telegram 
has been received there from Baron de 
Calico, the Austrian ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, saying the Sultan has de- 
clared his willingness to give Austria full 
satisfaction for the Mersina incidents. If 
this be true the cause for war is past,
